WASHINGTON, April 25.—() 
The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported today industry continued 
its upward pacé during March, 
with pay rolls stepping ahead of 
employment in recovery gains. 

Between Mid-February and mid- 
March, the board said, factory 
pay rolls rolled up a 5.4 per cent 
advance to 101.2 per cent of the 
1923-25 average. Factory employ- 
ment climbed 2 per cent to 101. 

The board made no reference to 
any possible influence the strike 
situation might have on the in- 
dustrial statistics. 

Prices moved swiftly higher in 
March, the report continued, but 
swung downward during the first 
half of this month. 

An increase in industrial pro- 
duction last month pushed _ the 
1923-25 index,.2 per cent over Feb- 
ruary to 118, the board explain- 
ing: 

“The rise reflected a sharp in- 
crease in output of minerals, chief- 


ly coal, and an increase of some- 
what more than. seasonally in 
manufacturing. . . 

“Activity at steel 
seasonally and in the first thre 
weeks of April was over 90 per 
cent of capacity. In the automo- 
bile industry output showed about

PORTSMOUTH, Ohio, April 25. 
(P)—John Owens, 22-year-old bar- 
tender, shot and killed his wife 
and two members of her family to- 
day and then ended his own life 
with poison, Sheriff Brande] said. 
“Papa shot mama and grandma,” 
Janet May, three-year-old. daugh- 
ter of the Owenses, told police. 

Benjamin B. White, 54-year-old 
father of Mrs. Owens, suffered 
critical wounds in the shotgun 
fusillade which killed his daugh- 
ter, Sarah White Owens, 23; his 
wife, Mrs. Catherine White, 54, 
and a son of the Whites, Chester 
White, 20. Harry Hughes, 17, a 
neighbor, received minor injuries. 


Owens’ body was found several 
hours after the shooting, in the

SUIENGE SLEUTH 


Prosecutor Plans Parade 


of Experts To Link Gen- 
eral to Fiancee’s Death. 


_NEW CASTLE, Ky., April 25.— 
(UP)—The commonwealth pre- 
pared tonight to bring a parade of 
scientists to the witness stand in 
an attempt to prove that Brigadier 
General Henry H. Denhardt mur- 
dered his beautiful sweetheart, 
Mrs. .Verna Garr Taylor. 

Twenty-seven witnesses have 
been heard, but the prosecution 
has completed only half of its evi- 
dence, according to H. Benton 
Kinsolving, commonwealth attor- 
ney. 

The trial has progressed swift- 
ly under the prodding of Judge 
Charles C. Marshall. 

So far the state has established 
these points: 

1. Mrs. Taylor died from a bul- 
let from Denhardt’s .45 caliber 
army revolver. (Found near her 
body and admitted by the de- 
fense.) 

2..The gun: was not in contact 
with nor near her body when 
fired. (Testimony of Dr. H. B. 
Blaydes, 

3.:Denhardt’s' overcoat was 
stained. (Coroner’s testimony.) 

4. Only one shot loud enough 
to have been made by a .45 heard 
at the time of death. (Testimony 
of several witnesses and opposed 
to the defense contention that two 
shots. were fired.) 

5. Shortly after the sound of the 
.45 Denhardt was seen walking 
away from where the body was 
found. (Testimony of George R. 
Baker, a farmer.) 

Yet to come is the evidence of 
the paraffin tests, which the state 
says will show that Denhardt fired 
a gun about the time of Mrs. 
Taylor’s death, and that Mrs. Tay- 
lor did not fire one. 

The general’s three defense 
lawyers expect to controvert much 
of the evidence with testimony of 
their own experts, some of whom 
will attack reliability of paraffin 
tests. 


Slain Convict’s Father 


Lays Murder to Guard 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 25.— 
A murder warrant was sworn out 
today against Carl Smith, Hall 
county convict guard, who, with 
another guard, is alleged to have 
fired shots which resulted in the 
death of Horace Stargel, convict 
who attempted to escape late Fri- 
day night. 

Arrested by Sheriff A. W. Bell, 
Smith’s bond was set at $2,500 by 
Judge B. P. Gaillard. Smith was 
released under bond tonight. The 
warrant was sworn by Miles Star- 
gel, father of the slain man. 

Stargel and another convict, 
Jack Ingram, made the break for 
liberty from a truck loaded with 
convicts five miles from here. 
When Smith and another guard, 
John Gilstrap, opened fire, both 
men fell, according to County 
Warden Elmer Warf. Stargel, with 
a bullet through his body near the 
heart, died before reaching a hos- 
pital.

20,000 See Clem Sohn’ 
Perish in France When 
Parachute Fails to Open. 


VINCENNES, France, April 25. 
(UP)—Clem Sohn, 25-year-old 
“bird man,” who claimed to have 
learned the secret of the birds, 
plunged to his death from the sky 


today after thrilling a French 
crowd of 50,000 as he swooped 
and soared with the grace of a 
giant gull. 

The slightly-built Sohn, who 
made his first pair of wings on his 
mother’s sewing machine in Lan- 
sing, Mich., plummeted 650 feet 
to earth when his parachute failed 
to open after an exhibition “bird 
flight.” 

For three years he had barn- 
stormed across the United States 
and Europe, leaping from _air- 
planes and gliding through the air 
with big bat-like wings strapped 
to his arms and a V-shape piece 
. webbing stretched between his 
egs. 

None attempted to imitate his 
dangerous stunt. 

A brilliant sun shone today 
when Sohn dropped from an air- 
plane at a height of 9,800 feet. A

Arthur Cain Is Guide in Moscow; 
Nearly Freezes on Rail Journey 


Hitchhiking Globe Girdler Collects Cash From American 
Tourists, Then Departs on Frigid Train—and Brings 
Home Two Frozen Toes as Souvenir. 


By ARTHUR CAIN. 

I stayed in Moscow nearly two 
months. No hardship was mine 
there, other than the petty incon- 

veniences 
which every- 
one else suf- 
fered — the 
chief objec- 
tion to the 
place was 
purely mental. 
The same pe- 
culiar feeling 
of uneasiness 
never left me 
as long as I 
was in Russia. 
I am _ unable 
to explain it, 
as I had been 

—a os }§86in many places 

where I nev- 

Arthur Cain er knew where 
the next meal was coming from, 
but here in Moscow I somehow 
felt as if the world might come to 
an end at any moment. 

The very first day I got to Mos- 
cow I became a tourist guide. My 
first customers had been there at 
least a week longer than I had. 
Cain, who was rapidly becoming 
one of the world’s outstanding 
frauds, had to stretch a point in 
his imagination to get away 
with it. 

Conversation Plus. 

“See that spire there?” Cain 
would inquire authoritatively. 
“Well, you know what that is, 
don’t you? Everybody knows what 
that spire is. That’s fine. And that 
one over there. .” We hurried 
our patrons along with a running 
babble of conversation which left 
little room for argument. . 

“This. cathedral, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, is done in the best ex- 
ample of early Gothic architec- 
ture,” we continued, pointing out 
a building which we later discov- 
ered to be Italian Renaissance and 
was one of the old czars’ private 
homes, “and has been used for 
purposes of worship since the 13th 
century.” Thank heaven my tour- 
ists were more interested in the 
woman street car conductors than 
they were in the sights of interest 
which Cain was doing such a good 
job of not pointing out. They gave 
me a 20 ruble bill at the end of 
the day. 

High Cost of Living. 


It was then that I began to dis- 
cover how difficult it was to spend 
money in Russia. Our custom was 
usually “sasy come, easy go” in 
money matters and we set out to 
paint Moscow red (no joke intend- 
ed) with the fruits of our newly 
'found profession. We  hadn’t 
‘smoked a cigaret in weeks, had 
no liquid refreshment whatsoever 
and wished to start catching up. 
We gradually became aware that 
the merrie whirl was ‘going to be 
harder than we expected. 

Tobacco, even the vile Russia 
tobacco, cost a fabulous sum, and 
beer—well it would have taken :a

small fortune to do any good. at 
And although 
we had always heard of the fa- 
mous Russian vodka we found it 
to be out of the question altogeth- 
er. 
a small boy in the shins when he 
tried to beat me to a butt lying 
on the sidewalk, and prepared for 
a life of abstinence. 


We continued our farce of being 
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Cain sighed dolefully, kicked.

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a tourist guide. Whenever an 
English speaking traveler came 
our way we showed him about the 
great city convinced that he would 
know even less about it when the 
tour was over. If Intourist, the 
official Soviet travel bureau, had 
ever discovered the innocent Cain 
at his tricks I am sure that Siberia 


would have one more comrade 
working in the snow this very 
day. Anyhow the Cain pocket was 
positively bulging with rubles and 
kopeks and we were almost ready 
to get the train to Vladivostok 
and then get on to China. The 
weather was getting a little too 
chilly for the southern-born lad 
from Atlanta. 


Cain Takes Off. 


One day we decided that enough 
of a good thing was enough and 
set out to find our way to the sea 
and the road to Mandalay. Train 
fares were cheap, the weather was 
reported to be reasonable through 
southern Russia and Manchuria 
and there would be no passport 
difficulties. We had no trouble 
with our many and varied papers 
but I think those people must 
have meant “seasonable” when 
they said “reasonable” about the 
weather conditions. We came near- 
er to freezing to death the next 
five days than we ever hope to 
again. 

In the old wooden coach 
which I rode there was a_ lone 
coal-burning stove. There was 
only one other occupant of the 
car... an aged Rusian, on the 
way to Karuga. The conductress 
was supposed to keep the small 
fire going in the heater. 


Frozen—Almost. 


In a few hours an already cold 
temperature had dropped at least 
20 degrees. It had been just a 
fraction over zero when we left 
Moscow. Cain shivered under his 
three woolen sweaters and army 
overcoat. Before we had gone an- 
other 50 miles I realized that I 
was on the verge of actually freez- 
ing. The fire was out and every 
bone in the Cain body was so 
numb that it was impossible to 
move. It must have been at least 
40 below outside. A curious feel- 
ing of ennui overcame me. I firm- 
ly believed the poor old man next 
to me to be already dead. He 
hadn’t moved in an hour. 

At last we came to a station. 
The conductress who had supposed 
that we two men would keep the 
fire going came around with a 
steaming bucket of tea. Somehow 
she revived both of us—first open- 
ing the door to the cold wind and 
then pouring tea down the icy 
Cain neck. We finally were able 
to move, although we later discov- 
ered both of our little toes were 
frozen black and the Cain fingers 
were useless for the rest of the 
week. And if you think this is 
propaganda I’ll be glad to put the 
same toes on exhibition for a 
nominal fee. per sightseer.

HARLAN CAMPAIGN 


Wagner Act Is Hailed as 
‘Savior of Democracy in 
Country.’ 


EVARTS, Ky., April 25.—()— 
Heralding the Wagner labor re- 
lations act as the “savior of de- 
mocracy in Harlan county,” the 
United Mine Workers of America 
fired the opening gun here today 
in a campaign to unionize Harlan 
county coal mines within the next 
60 days. 

International representatives of 
the union, leading a score of or- 
ganizers, announced tonight they 
had met with “unexpected success” 
and had already signed up ap- 
proximately 1,000 miners. 

George J. Titler, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., international representa- 
tive, declared: 

“Our goal is 16,000 members in 
all the mines of Harlan county 
within the next 60 days. By the 
end of this week we expect to have 
local unions organized in eight 
mines.” 

Although arrangements had been 
made to handle a crowd of 6,000 
to 10,000, less than 1,000 men 
women and children were present. 

Organizers explained the Wag- 
ner act and its effect on miners, 
outlined benefits of the UMW and 
exhorted miners to effect “one 
hundred per cent unionization” of 
Harlan county, heretofore non- 
union.

Down he came—2,000 feet a 
minute, floating back and forth 
with the air currents—until he 
was only 650 feet from the ground. 
He yanked at the ripcord of his 
parachute but it failed to open. 

His wings had been folded. He 
tried to open them again but they 
became tangled with the parachute 
cord, and he plunged headlong to 
the ground. He was dead when 
first-aid crews reached him. 

Thousands of spectators surged 
to where Sohn’s body lay, his 
man-made wings broken to splin- 
ters. Many narrowly escaped be- 
ing trampled by police. 

The remainder of the air show, 
including an exhibition by 
France’s greatest aviator, Michael 
Detroyat, was cancelled. 

Sohn “tested his wings” success- 
fully in Florida three years ago, 
ignoring friends in Lansing who 
laughed at his “crazy idea.” 

His mother, Mrs. Gottlieb Sohn, 
said he tried silk wings three times 
unsuccessfully before he hit upon 
the idea of a light canvas. 

Was Licensed Pilot. 


Sohn was a licensed pilot in the 
United States. He studied aviation 
under Art Davis, nationally a

“delayed” parachute jumps. 

Sohn was born at Fowler, Mich., 
near Lansing, December 3, 1912. 
His interest in aviation began soon 
after he was graduated from the 
Lansing Central High school. He 
studied electrical engineering for 
a time but gave it up for the ad- 
ventures of aviation. 

His wings and webbing weighed 
about eight pounds and consisted 
of metal rods covered with a spe- 
cially treated canvas.

Another 
fabric, laced to his legs, spread 
fan-like during his flights.

MEMORIAL DAY. 

Why should we continue to ob- 
serve Memorial Day? A schoolboy 
asked this question a few weeks 
ago—a question which 
from an honest heart—a question 
which may well challenge all hon- 
est hearts. This young American 
knows his history. He knows that 
there was a fearfully tragic war 
fought out to desperate moments 
of suffering by his forbears. He 
has read about it in the books. He 
has marked the monuments, both 
in the south and north. He has 
looked at the flags, and all that. 
And this lad observes that the 
lines of hatred and prejudice have 
largely given way to a better un- 
derstanding. He finds the people 
of the north and the people of the 
south united in a thousand com- 
mon purposes, fighting together in 
times of war, working together in 
times of peace. Why perpetuate 
this old strife? 

I believe I can answer that fine 
boy’s honest question satisfactorily 
—at least he was kind enough to 
say that he accepted my explana- 
tion. 

We are not observing Memorial 
Day to perpetuate strife, far from 
it. Indeed, I have seen people 
from the north in the audiences 
when Memorial Day exercises 
were being held in the south, and 
I’ve no doubt the same obtains in 
the north. It is an occasion when 
we give thanks for men and wom- 
en who gave themselves in great 
sincerity for what they believed. 
We may see, at this distance, how 
the war could have been averted 
by further conference and other 
methods of settlement; but that is 
not the point. The fact that they 
went to war is explained in the 
sincerity of their beliefs, both 
‘north and south. They were men 
|and women of tremendous faith 
‘in what they believed to be right. 
And I believe that Memorial Day 
‘has a mesage for every honest 
iyoung heart—a message of chas- 
'tening and inspiration—a message 
revealing the willingness of gallant 
men and lovely women to suffer

I—In Athens and Rome. 


If we boarded an ocean liner, 
we might travel across the At- 
lantic, through the Strait of Gi- 
braltar and into the Mediterran- 
ean sea. Steamin® about 1,600 
miles eastward on that sea, we 
could reach the city of Athens, 
capital of Greece. 

Athens is an interesting place 
to visit today, but 2,300 years ago 
it was far more than that—it was 
the greatest center of learning in 
the world. Some of the most fa- 
mous men in history lived there— 
Socrates, Plato, Aristotle and 
others. 
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A Roman girl about 12 years of 
age.

If their parents could pay the 
cost, boys in ancient Athens went 
to school after they reached the 
age of seven. Usually they had 
three teachers. One teacher taught 
them to read and write. Another 
gave them lessons in music and 
poetry, and the third was their 
leader in sports, chiefly wrestling, 
running and jumping. 

The custom in ancient Athens 
was to keep girls at home, in- 
stead of letting them go to school. 
They were taught the household 
arts—to spin thread and weave 
cloth, to sew and to embroider. 


If they learned to read and write, 
it was through special help given 
in their homes. 

Children of Athens played 
games of many kinds, including 
tag, blind-man’s buff and hide- 
and-seek. Boys rolled hoops and 
played “catch” with balls. Girls 
amused themselves with dolls, 
commonly made from painted clay 
or wax. Some of the dolls had 
arms and legs which could be 
moved. 

Another famous city in ancient 
times was Rome, the present cap- 
ital of Italy. In Rome it was pos- 
sible for girls to go to school, but 
as a le they seldom were able 
to spgnd more than two or three 
ye in studying. 

Roman boys went to private 


jschools when their parents could 


pay the teachers. The poorer boys 
did not have any schooling. 
Roman boys spent little time on 
music or poetry, but they learned 
to read and write, and to do small 
problems in arithmetic. They used 
the so-called “Roman numerals.” 
They wrote the figure “3” as 
“III,” and the figure “164” as 
“CLXIV.” Their system of num- 
bers seems clumsy to us, for we 
use Arabic numbers, which are 
much more simple to handle. 
Fairy tales were popular with 
small children in Rome. Little 


boys and girls were to be seen 


'sitting besides their nurses, lis- 
tening to stories about Kings and 


| Queens, 


and handsome Princes 
who won the hearts of beautiful 
Princesses with the help of magic, 
A story very much like Cinder- 
ella was told to Roman children, 
but the first Cinderella story is be- 
lieved to have grown up in Egypt.

Obviously North and South bid 
their hands to the limit, North's 
jump heart raise being particu- 
larly questionable. 

West opened the queen of dia- 
monds and, after viewing the 
dummy, promptly shifted tu the 
deuce of clubs. Declarer, with- 
out more than a second’s hesita- 
tion, put on dummy’s king, which 
held the trick. Two rounds of 
trumps were drawn and there was 
no difficulty in holding the oppo- 
nents to one club and one spade, 
in addition to the diamond al- 

ready conceded. 


The club guess had been the 
crux of the hand, but in sober 
truth it had been an easy guess. 
True, East had opened the bid- 
ding, but had taken no action 
whatsoever after that one bid. 
West had overcalled the heart 
with a spade, and from that fact, 
and the spades in sight, East must 
be very short of spades. Surely, 
with shortness in his partner’s 
suit, the ace-king of diamonds 
(marked from the opening lead) 
and the club ace, East would have 
doubled the final four-heart con- 
tract. That he had not done so 
was 98 per cent proof that he did 
not have the club ace. 

It is unfortunate that players 
often go wrong on guesses that are 
just as easy as this one.
